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1 . Applicant in response to the restriction requirement elected Group I, claims 1 -3 of 
the invention with traverse. Applicant stated that a thorough search for the subject 
matter of any one group of claims would encompass a search for the subject nnatter of 
the remaining claim. However, it is noted that the foundry plant of Group II invention 
can be used in a process which is materially different from that of Group I invention. For 
example, it can be used to house any manufacturing process which requires a storage 
warehouse and two process areas which surround the warehouse. Thus, the scope of 
the search is different between two groups of the invention. Accordingly, the restriction 
requirement is deemed to be proper. Accordingly, claims 4-6 stand withdrawn from 
further consideration and the restriction requirement is hereby nnade Final. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the d ifferences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable oyer 
Wasem et al. 

Wasem et al. show a foundry plant comprising a mold making area and a molten 
metal casting area. The foundry plant is further provided with a storage area 124 
for cores and a storage area 44 for completed molds between the molding area 
and the casting area. Thus, Wasem et al. show the concept of providing storage 
area for finished foundry articles in a foundry plant. In short, Wasem et al. 
substantially show the invention as claimed except that they do not show to 
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provide a multi-story warehouse for storing various foundry articles. However, it 
would have been obvious for those of ordinary skill In the casting art to provide 
an appropriate storage space, whether a single story or multi-story, in the foundry 
plant of Wasem et al. for storing the finished foundry article and any foundry 
equipment wherever it deemed necessary to facilitate the foundry operation.
